Q  EN  EVA.  Oct.  23.— The  League  of 
Nations'  labors  to  re-establish  peace 
In  Manchuria  were  blocked  again 
tonight  when  the  Japanese  repre- 
sentative, acting  on  fresh  Instruc- 
tions from  Toklo,  relteratted  at  a 
public  session  of  the  League  Council 
his  Government's  refusal  to  with- 
draw Its  troops  by  November  16. 

Kenklchi  Yoshlzawa,  the  Japanese 
spokesman,  voiced  this  refusal  after 
Dr.  Alfred  Sze.  for  China,  had  ac- 
cepted with  reservations  the  Coun- 
cil's plan  for  peace.  Including  the 
time  limit  on  evacuation. 

ANXIETY  CAUSED 

This  Interchange  clearly  defined 
the  deadlock  between  Japan  and 
other  members  of  the  Council  and 
aroused  anxious  speculation  about 
what  will  happen  tomorrow  when 
the  problem  la  to  be  debated  again. 

Mr.  Yoshlzawa  assured  the  Coun- 
cil that  his  Government  was  deter- 
mined to  get  its  soldiers  back  within 
legal  territorial  limits  as  quickly  as 
possible  without  endangering  the 
lives  and  property  of  Japanese  resi- 
dents outside  the  railway  zone. 

He  asserted  again  that  the  excite- 
ment in  Manchuria  made  It  Impos- 
sible to  accept  any  definite  time 
limit  for  completing  the  evacuation, 
and  once  more  he  advanced  the 
Toklo  Government's  request  that 
China  and  Japan  settle  their  dis- 
pute by  direct  negotiations. 

BRITISH  POSITION 

One  of  the  most  dramatic  episodes 
of  the  entire  debate  was  the  asser- 
tion of  Viscount  Cecil  of  Chelwood 
that  the  British  Government  was 
greatly  concerned  over  the  bombing 
of  Chinese  towns  by  Japanese  air- 
planes. He  declared  this  was  a  pro- 
cedure his  Government  was  unable 
to  reconcile  with  any  provision  of 
International  law. 

Mr.  Yoshlzawa  replied  that  these 
bombings  were  Indeed  "most  un- 
happy events."  and  added,  "they 
were  done  against  the  will  of  my 
Oovernmen  t. "

TRINIDAD.  Colo..  Oct.  23  (AP).— 
Four  men  tonight  were  trapped  be- 
hind a  rock  slide  that  blocked  res- 
cue attempts  125  yards  back  in  the 
only  shaft  of  an  abandoned  coal 
mine  near  Trinidad.  All  were  be- 
lieved dead,  as  the  slide  was  pre- 
cipitated by  a  gas  explosion  that 
rocked  the  mine  late  this  afternoon.

VIENNA,  Oct.  23 —France  drove 
another  golden  peg  to  entrench  her 
new  financial  hegemony  over  Cen- 
tral Europe  with  a  loan  of  60.000,000 
schillings  (about  $8,400,000)  to  Aus- 
tria today.  This  follows  close  on 
the  French  loan  of  300,000.000 
French  francs  ($11,700,000)  to  Jugo- 
slavia. Jugoslavia,  being  an  ally, 
got  a  bit  more. 

Austria's  loan  from  France  will  be 
used  to  buttress  the  position  of  the 
schilling  here.  81nce  the  Credlt- 
anstalt  crash  In  May.  the  cover  of 
Austrian  currency  has  fallen  from 
83.5  to  29.6  per  cent.  This  country's 
reserve  of  gold  and  foreign  exchange 
has  fallen  during  these  six  months 
from  1.055.000.000  schillings  to  440.- 
000.000  schillings  (from  $147,700,000 
to  $61,600,000). 

SAME  POSITION 

This  French  loan  Is  temporarily 
valuable  but  Its  net  effect  Is  to 
compensate  Austria  for  her  recent 
outpaymenta.  Austria,  as  a  result 
of  the  Summer  crisis,  borrowed 
100.000,000  schillings  ($14,000,000) 
from  the  Bank  for  International 
Settlements  and  150.000,000  schil- 
lings ($21,000,000)  from  the  Bank  of 
England  Of  this  composite  sum  of 
250.000.000  schillings  ($35,000,000), 
Austria  has  repaid  60,000.000  schil- 
lings ($8,400,000),  and  thus  the 
French  fcan  exactly  balances  the 
amount  of  Austrian  repayment.  So 
Austria  stands  Just  where  she  did 
months  ago.  with  a  debt  of  250.- 
jOOO.000  schillings  ($35,000,000)  still 
outstanding. 

Thus,  in  a  sense,  it  is  the  Bank 
of  France  which  Is  paying  part  of 
Austria's  debt  to  the  Bank  of  Eng- 
land. The  loan  Is  so  small  that  It 
is  thought  that  no  serious  political 
conditions  are  attached.  However, 
it  is  bound  to  produce  sympathy 
and  gratitude  here  for  France  and 
to  increase  French  power.  Already 
rather  fickle  and  entirely  desperate, 
the  Austrlans  are  effusively  render- 
ing thanks  to  France  Just  as  they 
did  to  Oreat  Britain  In  the  Summer

ON  DON,  Oct.  23.— For  the  first  time  in  history  troop- 
carrying  airplanes  were  used  to  rush  British  soldiers 
overseas  for  active  service,  when  seven  Royal  Air  Force 
Vickers  planes  landed  at  Nicosia  today  to  quell  a  revolt  on 
the  IsJand  of  Cyprus  against  the  British  rule. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  armed 
men  of  the  King's  Rifles  were 
flown  from  Cairo.  Egypt.  The 
flight  of  750  miles,  of  which  nearly 
400  miles  is  over  the  open  Medi- 
terranean, was  successfully  accom- 
plished In  seven  and  a  half  hours' 
flying  time. 

L.'.TtGE  MACHINES 
These  Vickers  Victoria  troop- 
carriers  are  the  same  type  of  plane 
that  British  pilots  used  so  success- 
fully to  evacuate  British  citizens 
from  Kabul,  when  Emir  Amanul- 
lah  tumbled  from  the  throne  of 
Afghanistan.  It  is  reported  that 
they  are  also  being  used  today  to 
fly  additional  British  soldiers  to 
Cyprus  from  Beirut. 

Four  British  warships,  which  had 
been  racing  since  yesterday  from 
Crete  in  answer  to'  Governor  Sir 
Ronald  Storr's  SOS.  message  for 
assistance,  were  said  to  have 
reached  Cyprus  this  morning.  The 
destroyer  Acasta  is  reported  to  have 
arrived  at  Paphos  and  the  cruiser 
London,  flying  the  flag  of  Rear 
Admiral  Joseph  Henley,  and  the 
destroyer  Achates  are  reported  at 
Larnaca.  The  cruiser  Shropshire 
Is  at  Llmasol.  These  are  carrying 
a  complement  of  some  15,000 
men,  which  can  be  landed  if  trouble 
assumes  serious  proportions. 
ANNEXED  1914 

Cyprus,  It  must  be  understood,  is 
a  British  colony,  having  been  an- 
nexed from  Turkey  at  the  outbreak 
of  the  Great  War  in  1914.  It  Is  ad- 
ministered by  a  British  Governor 
over  a  Legislative  Council  of 
twenty-four  members,  nine  of 
whom  are  office  holders  and  fifteen 
are  elected  by  local  vote.  But  long 
before  the  war  It  had  been  under 
British  control,  as  It  wai.  ceded  to

LONDON,  Oct.  23. — Almost  thirty 
n;::h-.ii  Hectors  will  tx-  on  the  rollh 
w  hen  Great  Britain  goes  to  the  polls 
next  Tuesday,  and  the  majority  of 
the  voters  will  be  women. 

The  exact  number  of  electors 
registered  Is  29,523,692,  of  whom 
15,614,947  are  women,  and  13.908,745 
men.  But.  as  sixty-seven  members 
already  have  been  returned  by  ac- 
clamaUon,  the  whole  electorate  will 
not  be  called  to  the  polls.  The  pres- 
ent registration  Is  larger  than  that 
of  1929  by  668,944. 

In  215  constituencies,  returning 
221  members,  the  final  results  are 
expected  on  Tuesday  night,  while  in 
315  ridings,  returning  321  members, 
the  results  are  expected  on  Wed- 
nesday.

AMHERST,  N.8.,  Oct.  23— Hon. 
Nathaniel  Curry,  a  member  of  the 
Canadian  Senate  since  1912,  died 
at  his  Summer  residence  at  Tidnish, 
N.8.,  this  morfiVg-  He  was  eighty 
years  old.  ^ 

Senator  Curry \had  been  ill  for 
several  weeks,  s'.fTerlng  from  recur- 
rence of  a  heart  ailment  and  other 
complications,  but  it  was  not  until 
the  last  ten  days  that  the  serious- 
ness of  his  condition  became  known. 

The  late  Senator  was  prominently 
Identified  with  the  Industrial  life  of 
Amherst  and  was  widely  connected 
with  many  phases  of  Canadian  busi- 
ness. Bom  in  King's  County,  Nova 
Scotia,  on  March  26.  1851,  he  came 
to  Amherst  In  his  youth,  and  In  as- 
sociation with  Nathaniel  Rhodes, 
father  of  the  present  Federal  Min- 
ister of  Fisheries,  founded  Rhodes- 
Curry,  Limited.

If  certain 
phases  of  the  Judgment  have  been 
reported  correctly,  this  plan  may  be 
altered,  and  the  necessity  for  pro- 
vincial Inspections  would  be  created.

Build- 
ings were  soon  set  ablaze — fire  en- 
gines rushed  out,  powerless  to  con- 
trol the  flames— and  the  police  fired 
on  the  mob. 

Twelve  persons  were  shot,  one  of 
whom  has  since  died.  The  mob  was 
temporarily  restrained. 

This  happened  at  Nicosia,  capital 
of  the  Island,  a  city  several  miles 
Inland.  Since  that  time  women  and 
children  have  been  evacuated  from 
Famagusta  and  taken  aboard  ships, 
and  outbreaks  are  reported  to  psjf 
cropping  out  In  other  parts  of  the 
Island.  Attempts  to  cut  off  tele- 
graphic communications  have  been 
so  far  frustrated  by  the  courageous 
resistance  of  telegraphers  at  Lar- 
naca,  two  employees  of  the  Eastern 
Telegraph  Agency  having  been 
armed  for  the  occasion. 

Athens  reports  are  that  the 
Bishop  of  Lamaca  is  proclaiming 
the  union  with  Oreece  throughout 
the  villages  and  provinces  of  Lima- 
sol,  and  urging  the  people  to  refuse 
obedience  to  the  British  authorities 
The  villagers  art  said  to  have  wel- 
comed him  with  the  ringing  of 
church  bells  and  to  have  sworn  to 
continue  the  contest  to  the  end. 

The  quietening  effect  of  some 
1.600  British  Tommies  and  sailors 
'  tending  on  the  island  is  expected  to 
bring  the  situation  under  control 
within  a  few  hours— but  there  may 
be  no  changes  In  Cyprus'  tariff  laws. 


GENEVA,  Oct.  23  (AP).— The 
Irish  Free  State  spent  17,250.000  in 
the  year  ended  last  March  31  for 
armaments,  a  statement  submitted 
to  the  League  of  Nations  today  dis- 
closed. The  land  forces  numbered 
6,440  men  with  515  officers,  and  the

were  34.000  catUe.  63,000  sheep  and 
124.000  pigs. 

Under  these  circumstances  It  was 
useless  to  describe  Vancouver  Is- 
land as  an  agricultural  country. 
There  was  only  butter  enough  pro- 
duced on  the  Island  to  provide  for 
the  residents  of  the  laland  for  fifty - 
three  days  out  of  the  year.  New 
Zealand,  which  was  not  a  better 
country  than  Vancouver  Island,  with 
a  population  of  one  and  a  half  mil- 
lion, exported  $275,000,000  worth  of 
foodstuff  ln  a  year. 

Again  ln  the  line  of  fruits  and 
vegetables,  there  were  Imported  Into 
this  country  a  tremendous  quan- 
tity. Surely  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  should  be  able  to  raise 
sufficient  fruit  and  vegetables  to 
meet  Its  own  requirements. 

ENGLAND'S  EXAMPLE 
The  speaker  referred  to  England 
falling  short  ln  supplying  Its  own 
breakfast  table.  She  imported  $275,- 
000.000  worth  of  bacon:  $100,000,000 
worth  of  eggs  and  $275,000,000  worth 
of  butter.  The  Danes  came  to  Eng- 
land and  bought  up  the  breeding 
stock,  taking  It  back  to  their  own 
country  and  supplying  the  British 
market  with  the  produce  referred  to. 

While  he  was  Pood  Controller 
during  the  war.  the  speaker  said,  he 
had  endeavored  to  have  the  prairie 
farmers  devote  more  attention  to 
mixed  farming.  Some  success  had 
attended  the  efforts  and  when  the 
crash  came  ln  wheat  thake  who 
adopted  this  style  of  farming  had 
come  through  far  1 
their  neighbors. 

Vancouver  Island  should  find  a 
lucrative  market  in  supplying  the 
prairies  with  purebred  foundation 
stock  for  these  farms  as  well  as 
elsewhere  in  the  Dominion.  Eng- 
lish farmers  had,  through  purebred 
stock  raising,  saved  themselves  in 
many  Instances.  In  these  days  the 
people  who  were  able  to  get  In- 
creased  production  reaped  an  ad- 
vantage. This  was  brought  forcibly 
home  to  him  when  he  was  Pood 
Controller  when  he  discovered  that 
the  Argentine,  through  the  selection 
and  importation  of  the  best  livestock 
from  England  for  breeding  purposes, 
had  been  able  to  produce  cattle  that 
weighed  30  per  cent  heavier  than 
Canadian  cattle.  "Tils  showed  that 
Canadians  should  have  taken  ad- 
vantage of  the  opportunities  afford- 
ed by  the  arrangements  entered  into 
a  few  years  ago  with  the  Imperial 
Marketing  Board  whereby  breeding 
stock  could  be  introduced  from  the 
Old  Country  with  the  costs  of  trans- 
portation paid  by  the  board. 

The  Japanese  had  come  here  fol- 
lowing research  work  and  bought  up 
the  pick  of  the  Angora  rabbits  ln  the 
province.  It  had  been  found  by  the 
Japanese  that  by  introducing  sea- 
weed products  Into  the  feeding  ra- 
tion of  these  rabbit*  a  value  of 
threefold  was  gained  ln  the  wool 
produced.  Why  could  not  the  same 
at /antage  be  taken  by  the  local 
producers? 

He  had  noticed  that  10.000  tons 
of  corn  had  been  Imported  from 
South  Africa  for  feeding  purposes 
Why  was  this  done  when  there  was 
all  kinds  of  Canadian  wheat,  barley, 
and  oats  waiting  buyers  that  could 
be  fed  to  livestock?  He  could  not 
see  why  Saanich  should  complain 
about  poultry  could  not  be  raised 
there  because  of  the  cost  of  bring- 
ing ln  prairie  wheat.  Saanich  could 
produce  four  times  as  large  a  crop 
per  acre  as  the  prairies,  so  that  it 
should  be  possible  to  utUize  some 
of  the  waste  lands  of  Saanich  ln 
raising  a  crop  of  wheat  for  feeding 
the  poultry. 

There  was  a  disposition  too  often 
to  limit  the  possibilities  of  the  mar- 
ket in  various  lines.  In  the  matter 
of  loganberries  and  blackberries, 
when  seeking  the  British  market,  he 
advocated  that  the  canners  go  after 
something  worth  while.  If  the  Brit- 
ish dealers  found  a  market  It  would 
not  be  in  a  hundred  cases,  but  ln 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  them. 

Mr.  Thomson  told  of  the  efforts 
made  some  years  before  the  war  to 
secure  an  opening  ln  garden  seed 
production.  While  there  had  been  a 
lot  of  talk  going  on  about  it.  Wash- 
ington state  had  gone  ahead  and 
had  a  market  of  $10,000,000  a  year 
now  ln  this  line,  and  practically  all 
of  It  was  produced  on  a  very  limit- 
ed area. 

A  suggestion  that  there  might  be 
experiments  made  with  the  produc- 
ing of  the  barberry  tree,  the  source 
of  cascara,  was  made  by  Mr.  Thom- 
son. Vancouver  Island  was  the  last 
stand  of  this  tree.  There  was  lots 
of  logged -off  land  where  experiments 
could  be  carried  on  There  was  too 
much  timidity,  he  said,  about  over- 
production on  the  Island. 

The  speaker  stressed,  before  he 
closed,  the  need  of  a  llveatock  mar- 
ket in  this  city.  This  should  be  In- 
vestigated and  a  market  held  peri- 
odically, and  have  It  made  known 
that  at  these  dates  stock  would  be 
available  for  buying.  The  Junior 
Chamber  of  Commerce  .was  contem- 
plating some  action  ln  encourage- 
ment   to    them  ln  trying  out  the

British  Columbia  has  been  select- 
ed this  year  for  the  Western  annual 
meeting  of  the  Canadian  Institute 
of  Mining  and  Metallurgy,  which 
will  be  held  Jointly  with  the  Mining 
Association  of  British  Columbia  ln 
Vancouver  on  November  25-27. 

In  the  programme  that  has  been 
arranged,  the  subject  of  gold  mining 
and  gold  mining  opportunities  in 
British  Columbia  will  be  stressed, 
and  among  those  contributing  pa- 
pers on  this  theme  are  J.  D.  Gallo- 
way, provincial  mineralogist;  J.  E.

WHEAT  MOVEMENT  OF 
RECORD  PROPORTIONS

OTTAWA.  Oct.  23  (CP). -Inter- 
national movement  of  wheat  sup- 
plies for  the  first  eleven  weeks  of 
the  present  crop  year  has  been  of 
record  proportions,  according  to 
the  monthly  review  of  the  wheat 
situation  Issued  today  by  the  Do- 
minion Bureau  of  Statistics. 

World  shipments  of  wheat  from 
August  1  to  October  17  amounted 
to  17n.000.000  bushels,  compared 
with  170.000.000  bushels  for  the 
corresponding  period  last  year. 

Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics 
calls  attention  to  the  growing  confi- 
dence in  the  wheat  market  as 
result  of  substantial 
countries.

Jay  Gould  had  no  sense  of 
humor,  but  he  worked  all  day  and 
most  of  the  night  when  he  was 
conducting  his  amazing  raids  ln 
industries  he  wanted  to  control. 

Thomas  Edison  was  miffed  when 
the  financier  wouldn't  laugh  at  his 
everlasting  anecdotes,  but  sensed  a 
sympathetic  soul  from  Gould's  habit 
of  working  without  cessation. 

The  sympathy  outweighed  the 
suspicion  engendered  by  the  ab- 
sence of  a  sense  of  humor  and  led 
Edison  into  one  of  his  most  disap- 
pointing and  costly  mistakes. 

Edison  was  master  of  the  Uni- 
versal 8tock  Ticker  factory  hi 
Newark.  N.J.,  but  he  wasn't  In- 
terested ln  it.  Before  he  waa 
twenty-four  he  had  established 
two  other  plants  in  the  New  Jersey 
city  and  was  experimenting  on  lm 
provements  of  duplex  telegraphic 
transmission,  on  quadruplex  trans- 
mission and  on  an  automatic  teleg 
raphy  system  to  do  away  entirely 
with  the  Morse  code  of  dots  and 
dashes  and  speed  up  transmission 
from  forty  words  a  minute  to  more 
than  a  thousand. 

He  solved  the  duplex  transmis- 
sion problem,  and  sold  the  patents, 
along  with  some  others,  to  Western 
Union  for  $100,000.  It  Is  typical  of 
his  unconventionallty  in  business 
that  he  stipulated  the  money  must 
be  paid  ln  seventeen  annual  In- 
stalments so  he  wouldn't  spend  It 
all  at  once. 

Then  the  Automatic  Telegraph 
Company,  which  was  trying  to  use 
a  costly  and  unsatisfactory  system 
for  sending  messages  by  wire  by 
means  of  tape  perforated  into  dots 
and  dashes  and  moving  faster  than 
an  operator  could  send,  retained 
him  to  perfect  his  new  automatic 
system. 

By  1872  Edison  had  ln  opera- 
tion between  New  York  and  Phil- 
adelphia and  Washington  a  sys- 
tem which  carried  a  12.e00-word 
presidential  speech  ln  an  hour  and 
two  minutes.  By  Morse  it  would 
have  required  more  than  five  hours 
to  carry  the  same  message. 
VISITED  ENGLAND 
Dozens  of  patents  covering  the 
system  were  granted  to  Edison.  He 
was  sent  to  England  to  explain  It 
there,  and  succeeded  after  many 
difficulties,  but  he  got  no  money 
for  his  pains.  He  was,  however, 
collecting  good  royalties  from  the 
Automatic  Telegraph  Company. 

Throughout  these  years  of  the 
early  seventies  he  was  working  on 
half  a  dozen  different  lines.  His 
prodigious  energy,  his  amazing 
ability  to  keep  several  lines  of  in- 
ventive experimentation  going  at 
once  were  being  recognized  more 
and  more. 

The  automatic  ticker  seemed  a 
huge  success.  In  a  spare  moment 
the  call-box  system  of  summoning 
messenger  boys  was  patented  and 
sold.  Off-hand,  with  hardly  any 
bother  at  all.  Edison  took  over  the 
typewriter,  brought  to  him  by  a 
puzzled  Inventor  who  couldn't 
quite  make  it  practicable,  and 
solved  all  the  essential  difficulties 
In  the  midst  of  all  this  he  found

time,  somehow,  to  court  a  girl.  In 
all  the  records  of  his  previous  life 
no  woman  except  his  mother  re- 
ceived more  than  passing  mention. 
The  records  are  silent  about  his 
wooing.  But  ln  1873  he  married 
Mary  E.  Stlllwell  Just  after  his 
English  trip. 

GREAT  TRIUMPH 

A  few  months  later  came  an  even 
greater  triumph  than  the  auto- 
matic telegraph— at  last  Edison 
solved  the  apparently  insoluble 
problem  of  quadruplex  transmis- 
sion. Pour  messages  could  be  sent 
simultaneously  over  one  wire 
Here,  curiously,  Edison,  despite  his 
contacts  and  his  reputation,  found 
difficulty  getting  a  hearing,  and  he 
had  to  give  another  man  part 
rights  ln  the  patents  to  get  a 
chance  to  display  his  Invention  to 
Western  Union  executives. 

Once  demonstrated,  the  lnven 
tion  was  a  success.  Edison  re 
celved  $5,000  down  for  It. 

Then  Jay  Gould  entered  the 
picture.  He  was  determined  to  get 
control  of  Western  Union;  to  do  it, 
he  wanted'to  depress  its  stock.  As 
usual,  he  was  Interested  solely  ln  a 
financial  coup,  not  at  all  ln  teleg- 
raphy. Using  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  Telegraph  Company  as  his 
weapon,  he  pounded  on  Western 
Union.  He  acquired  the  Auto- 
matic Telegraph  Company  and 
contracted  to  pay  the  astounding 
sum  of  $4,000,000  ln  stock  for  the 
Edison  patents. 

BADLY  CHEATED 

Here  was  wealth  beyond  any- 
thing Edison  had  dreamed  of.  At 
the  same  time,  It  involved  no  im- 
mediate cash  and  he  was  having 
trouble  getting  further  payments 
from  Western  Union  on  his  quad- 
ruplex. Gould  bought  over  a 
Western  Union  official,  who.  trans- 
ferring to  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific, 
persuaded  Edison  to  let  him  take 
the  quadruplex  patents  along,  giv- 
ing $30,000  in  cash  for  the  privilege. 
Edison  was  contented,  thinking  his 
fortune  was  made  by  hL  associa- 
tion with  Oould. 

Oould  won  his  fight  and  took 
over  Western  Union.  Edison  never 
got  a  cent  on  the  $4,000,000  con- 
tract. 

"When  Gould  got  the  Western 
Union  I  knew  no  further  progress 
ln  telegraphy  was  possible,  and  I 
went  Into  other  lines,"  wrote 
Edison  years  afterward.  The  fi- 
nancier, unknowing  and  uncaring, 
thereby  had  an  amazing  Influence 
upon  the  world. 

Edison  might  easily  have  spent 
the  rest  of  his  life  concentrating 
on  the  telegraph  and  its  improve- 
ment. Oould  soured  him  on  that— 
and  as  a  result  came  the  phono- 
graph, the  electric  light,  the  mod- 
ern electric  power  system  and 
scores  of  other  inventions  of  more 
importance  than  any  telegraphic 
Improvement  could  possibly  be. 
INVENTION  BURIED 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  however. 
Edison  did  keep  returning  now  and 
then  to  his  first  love.  It  was  West- 
ern Union  which  put  him  to  work 
on  the  telephone.  But  Oould  suc- 
ceeded ln  driving  hlrrrt  Into  new 
lines  of  research.  The  automatic 
telegraph  system.  which  had 
worked  so  well  until  it  became  a 
mere  weapon  In  a  Wall  Street  fight, 
was  quietly  buried  by  the  new 
management  of  Western  Union.  It 
has  never  been 
able  as  it  seems. 

There  la  no  question  that  It 
worked;  the  Automatic  Telegraph 
Company  had  a  dosen  Important 
stations  using  It  when  Gould  took 
It  over.  Nevertheless,  sixty  words 
a  minute  on  a  wire  using  high 
speed  automatic  printer  machines 
based  on  principle  entirely  dlf- 
erent  from  the  Edison  system  Is  the 
best  speed  obtained  on  wires  today

Mr.  H.  H.  Stevens  Is  right  In  saying,  before  the 
JJtiBlfacturers'  Association  In  Montreal,  that  "a 
genuine  effort  to  stimulate  Internal  business  Is 
Sable  to  bring  more  definite  results  than  efforts 
spent  In  external  trade."  That  Is  exactly  the 
point  upon  which  much  argument  has  been  ex- 
pended for  months  past,  but  what  has  been  done 
In  that  direction  has  been  of  the  spasmodic  order. 
What  DM  Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce  has 
In  view  Is  the  encouragement  of  home  Industrial 
development  by  such  a  campaign  as  will  Induce 
the  people  to  support  home  industries.  In  no 
way  can  prosperity  be  recreated  more  quickly. 
In  no  way  can  Governments  perform  a  more  use- 
ful task  than  In  carrying  on  a  campaign  for  the 
buying  of  home-made  goods. 

Thto  point  made  by  Mr.  Stevens.  In  the  course 
of  a  speech  brimful  of  optimism,  is  the  founda- 
tion of  a  constructive  effort  to  solve  the  problem 
of  unemployment.  In  this  province  a  good  deal 
Of  publicity  has  been  given  to  the  buyingrat- 
home  movement.  Arguments  have  been  ad- 
vanced to  show  what  satisfactory  results  might 
ensue  If  our  Provincial  Government  would 
father  the  movement,  would  organize  a  provin- 
cial-wide committee  to  undertake  such  a  cam- 
paign, and  would,  In  a  moral  way  and  by 
tangible  evidence  of  its  backing,  illustrate  to 
our  people  what  could  be  accomplished  by  the 
buying  of  home-made  goods,  thus  bringing  about 
the  Increase  of  existing  payrolls.  That  is  what 
Mr.  Stevens  means  by  the  promotion  of  Internal 
trade.  There  Is  no  other  way.  That  trade  can 
only  develop  so  far  as  the  consumer  will  con- 
centrate more  and  more  on  the  use  of  Canadian 
goods. 

Both  the  Dominion  and  the  Provinces  should 
be  engaged  at  this  time  on  a  constructive  and 
permanently  maintained  campaign  of  publicity 
In  favor  of  promoting  Internal  trade.  They 
should  have  anticipated  this  phase  of  develop- 
ment by  having  been  active  for  many  months 
past.  If  the  movement  had  been  properly  organ- 
ised, the  unemployment  problem  In  this  Do- 
minion would  not  be  nearly  so  serious  as  it  is 
today.  Within  recent  weeks  the  need  for  such  a 
campaign  has  become  almost  flagrantly  evident 
by  the  reduction  In  the  purchasing  power  of  the 
Canadian  dollar  in  the  American  markets.  That 
fact  alone  can  give  an  immense  impetus  to  a 
campaign  in  favor  of  wider  popularity  for  Cana- 
dian manufactures.  Spasmodic  utterances  re- 
lating to  the  value  of  such  a  movement  will, 
however,  only  lead  to  partial  results.  The  cam- 
paign should  be  thoroughly  organized,  sustained 
and  Intensified.  Until  It  is,  our  Governments  arc 
remiss  In  what  Is  an  obvious  duty  In  the  inter- 
ests of  those  governed.

DEATH  OF  NATIVE  SON 


Dr.  B.  C.  Richards,  who  has  died  at  an  early 
age,  was  a  well  liked  citizen  and  sportsman  who 
will  be  missed  In  many  circles  of  our  community 
life  He  was  a  native  son  and  so  his  acquain- 
tanceship was  a  wide  one  throughout  Victoria 
and  in  other  parts  of  the  province.  He  had  an 
excellent  disposition,  a  high  spirit  of  cameraderle 
and  associated  himself  with  the  city's  club  life 
and  with  that  of  fraternal  organizations,  while  as 
well,  he  was  keenly  Interested  in  many  branches 
of  sport.  A  well  known  fisherman  and  hunter  he 
will  be  mourned  by  all  local  sportsmen  who  knew 
him.  Dr.  Richards  endeared  himself  to  scores 
of  persons  during  his  active  career  which  was 
all  too  brief.  The  deepest  sympathy  of  the  com- 
munity will  be  tendered  to  his  widow  and 
brother  who  survive.

LABOR  AND  THE  CRISIS 


The  Greek  population  of  Cyprus  has  been 
rioting  in  a  movement  designed  to  bring  about 
a  change  in  the  political  domination  of  the  is- 
land. The  movement  was  promoted  to  lead  to  the 
annexation  of  Cyprus  to  Greece,  but  it  was  a  de- 
velopment in  which  the  Grecian  authorities  took 
no  part  in  fact,  there  Is  no  indication  that  they 
want  to  acquire  the  island.  The  outbreak  may 
be  indeterminate  in  its  alms.  One  section  of 
the  population  wants  independence;  another, 
and  the  larger,  wants  annexation  to  Greece. 
The  situation  Is  now  under  control,  Britain  hav- 
ing sent  warships  and  troops  to  protect  the  In- 
habitants and  to  prevent  any  further  rioting. 

Cyprus  was  annexed  to  the  British  domain 
on  November  5,  1814,  when  Turkey  entered  the 
Great  War  on  the  side  of  Germany.     At  that 
time  all  the  inhabitants,  with  a  few  exceptions, 
accepted  British  nationality;  the  Greek-speak- 
ing population  with  enthusiasm.    Turkey  recog- 
nized the  annexation  in  the  Treaty  of  Lausanne 
In  1823.    The  Island  was  raised  to  the  status 
of  a  colony  in  1825.     The  Legislative  Council 
consists  of  nine  official  and  fifteen  elected  rep- 
resentatives.   During  the  time  of  the  Great  War 
Cyprus  was  used  as  a  convalescent  camp  for  sol- 
diers engaged  in  the  GaUipoll  campaign  and  also 
as  a  concentration  camp  for  Turkish  prisoners. 
Its  population  in  1821  was  310,708.  of  whom  18.4 
per  cent  were  Mohammedans.    For  some  years 
past  the  Greek -speaking  Cypriotes  have  been 
clamoring  that  Cyprus  should   be  united  to 
Greece,  but  Greece  has  never  encouraged  the 
agitation.    It  is  this  movement  that  has  seized 
upon  the  promulgation  of  an  Imperial  decree 
affecting  tariffs  to  promote  a  riot,  which  evi- 
dently, in  its  final  stages,  was  fomented  by  the 
of  Lanarka.

We  JJkMt  seen  how 
all  wise  educators,  figuratively  i  blamelMS 
iking,  have  twirled  their  thumbs -sov 
n  at  the  dual  plan,  and  how 
practically  all  worthwhile  schools 
are  retrieving  their  former  errors  by 
departing  from  the  Joint  school 
scheme. 

It  Is  no  fun  to  try  the  separation 
process  in  times  like  these,  when 
the    Provincial    treasury  Is  feeling 

the  strain  of  heavy  drain  upon  it. 
The  Western  Canada  Association  of 
the  Deaf  Is  not  unmindful  of  such 
facts,  but  it  believes  that  an  op- 
portunity is  at  hand  for  a  possible 
solution  of  the  problem  where  so 
Important  a  venture  as  the  dealing 
with  soul  stuff  Is  Involved. 

Manitoba.  Saskatchewan  and  Al- 
berta have  a  combined  total  of 
fifty- two  blind  pupils  attending  the 
Ontario  School  for  the  Blind  at 
Brantford,  which,  however,  is  get- 
ting overcrowded. 

Last  year  two  witnesses  appeared 
before  Dr.  Olln  H.  Burrltt,  special 
commissioner  investigating  condi- 
tions of  the  blind  in  the  West,  and 
urged  that  a  school  for  the  blini  be 
established  in  a  large  Western 
metropolis.  One  thought  that  Re- 
gina  was  the  Ideal  site  because  of 
its  centrallty.  Another  favored  Win- 
nipeg, owing  to  its  better  cultural 
and  educational  advantages. 

Vancouver  Is  superior  in  every  re- 
spect to  the  aforementioned  cities. 
It  has  equable  climate  the  year 
round,  its  natural  educational  and 
entertainment  advantages  cannot  be 
better.  Moreover,  the  British  Co- 
lumbia Government  already  has  a 
good  site  In  Vancouver  for  such  a 
training  centre.  With  Increased  en- 
rollment from  the  Prairie  Provinces, 
the  blind  school  In  Vancouver  would 
become  a  paying  proposition. 

Until  the  British  Columbia  Gov- 
ernment Is  better  able  to  buUd  a 
separate  school  for  the  deaf,  the 
Victoria  authorities  might  be  able  to 
strike  a  reciprocal  agreement  with 
Saskatchewan,  whereby  British  Co- 
lumbia deaf  pupils  might  be  educat- 
ed at  the  new  $800,000  residential 
school  at  Saskatoon  and  the  Sas- 
katchewan blind  sent  here  for  their 
education. 

The  Saskatoon  school,  located  on 
the  grounds  of  the  University  of 
Saskatchewan,  has  excellent  facili- 
ties In  every  respect.  I  am  sure  that 
our  deaf  children  will  be  far  hap- 
pier and  get  more  benefits  in  that 
single  standard  school  than  they  are 
experiencing  at  the  Vancouver 
school  now.

And  this  in  the  name 
of  the  "higher  education."  In  the 
opinion  of  the  writer,  one  of  the 
strongest  indictments  made  against 
the  church  is  that  she  gives  little 
place  to  "Evangelism."  Such  themes 
as  sin,  salvation,  the  atonement, 
heaven,  hell,  are  not  popular  these 
days.  Again,  in  deference  to  the 
higher  education,  these  questions  are 
passed  over.  It  would  not  be  con- 
sidered scholarly  to  do  so.  Of  course, 
there  have  been  mlsta'-es  made  In 
many  evangelistic  efforts.  It  could 
hardly  be  otherwise  where  the 
human  element  enters.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  good  that  has  been 
accomplished  far  outweighs  the 
mistakes. 

Lest  the  inference  is  made  that 
these  remarks  are  directed  to  the 
ministry  alone,  the  writer  hastens 
to  say  that  pulpit  and  pew  are  in- 
cluded. We  are  all  far  too  apathetic 
to  the  real  Interests  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God.  In  the  opinion  of  a  humble 
layman,  what  the  church  needs  most 
today,  in  view  of  the  coldness,  in- 
difference and  lack  of  spiritual  life 
In  its  membership,  is  a  genuine 
revival  of  Bible  religion.  Not  fan- 
aticism or  sectarianism;  not  playing 
on  the  emotions,  but  a  setting  forth 
the  claims  of  Christ,  and  the 
great  fundamental  doctrines  of  the 
Christian  faith,  to  the  end  that 
men's  hearts  and  consciences  may  be 
touched,  resulting  in  true  penitence 
which  will  acknowledge  the  Lordship 
of  Christ  in  daily  life  and  conduct. 
Unless  some  such  awakening  comes 
at  an  early  date,  the  church  will 
plod  along  without  any  commensur- 
ate results  for  the  labor  expended. 

Space  forbids  dealing  with  the 
lack  of  accessions  on  profession  of 
faith  in  practically  all  denomina- 
tions. Has  not  the  time  arrived 
when  the  church  should  set  her 
house  In  order?  Would  that  all 
Christian  communions  would  take 
these  humble  suggestions  to  heart 
"His  arm  is  not  shortened,  nor  is 
His  ear  heavy  that  He  cannot  hear." 
The  writer  knows  of  no  other  insti- 
tution except  the  Christian  church 
equal  for  times  like  these,  nor  does 
he  know  of  any  final  solution  for  the 
worlds  Ills  outside  the  Gospel  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour.

"Defects  of  the  Thirteen-Month 
Calendar  —  The  defects  of  the 
thirteen -month  calendar,  however, 
are  formidable.  First,  it  does  not 
recognize  the  quarterly  seasons  of 
the  year  as  multiple  of  months. 
Second,  Its  year  to  not  divisible  by 
months  Into  halves,  thirds,  quar- 
ters, sixths  or  twelfths.  Third,  the 
biggest  working  day  of  the  month, 
for  accounting,  billing,  mailing, 
paying  salaries,  taking  Inventory, 
etc..  always  on  Saturday,  a  day 
already  overcrowded  in  some  lines 
and  a  day  which  eventually  will  be 
made  a  holiday.  Fourth,  all  monthly 
accounting,  of  rents.  Interest  and 
dues,  have  to  be  figured  in  terms 
of  a  thirteenth  of  a  year  in  every- 
day reckoning.  This  would  be  a 
hardship  to  the  small  business  man 
and  a  huge  expense  to  the  big

Although  the  object  of  Contract 
bidding  is  reaching  the  best  bid  in 
the  combined  hands,  the  beat  bid 
does  not  necessarily  mean  a  game 
bid.

"We  might  Just  as  well  try  for 
game,  partner;  we  are  not  vulner- 
able anyway."  to  the  philosophy  of 
failure.  A  part  score  to  a  very 
valuable  asset,  not  appreciated  at  its 
true  worth  by  moet  players  of  Con- 
tract. Duplicate  play,  based  upon 
the  comparison  of  each  board  a 
match,  brings  out  In  startling  relief 
the  "game  bidder  '  as  opposed  to 
those  who  value  their  hands  at  their 
actual  possibilities  rather  than  on 
the  basis  of  hopes  which  have  no 
more  substantial  foundation  than 
unfounded  optimism.

But.  were  the  thirteen -month  cal- 
endar to  be  regarded  as  an  im- 
provement, It  could  hardly  be  In- 
augurated universally.  The  concep- 
tion of  the  year  as  having  twelve 
months  to  so  deeply  Ingrained  In 
the  minds  of  the  masses  that  a 
thirteen-month  year  would  prob- 
ably be  understood  by  only  a  small 
proportion  of  the  population,  rep- 
resenting the  top  crust  of  intel- 
lectual strata.  An  attempt  to 
decree  a  thirteen -month  calendar 
might  throw  the  affairs  of  the 
world  into  confusion  Having  wit- 
nessed the  considerable  difficulties 
in  connection  with  such  a  simple 
and  conservative  reform  as  daylight 
saving,  one  to  in  a  position  to 
appreciate  the  upheaval  which 
might  follow  so  radical  a  tampering 
with  the  time  as  Is  involved  in  the 
thirteen -month  plan." 

With  the  above  In  mind,  It  is 
doubtful  If  CoUworth's  plan  would 
five  "great  statistical  advantages" 
as  Its  proponents— The  National 
Calendar  Committee  of  the  United 
States — claim.

Shakespeare,  too,  while  he  re 
fleeted  the  vulgar  beliefs  of  his  day 
in  regard  to  astrology,  shows  clearly 
that  he  regarded  It  as  humbug 
Mention  may  be  made  also  of 
Tennyson  who,  in  the  pre-Darwln 
days,  had  a  conception  of  the 
principles  of  evolution.

Oct.  23—  The  run 
of  grilse  and  coho  salmon  In  Che- 
mainus  waters  ls  still  good.  It  ls  re- 
ported, and  several  sportsmen  have 
been  having  considerable  success 
particularly  with  the  light  grilse 
tackle  used  near  the  surface. 

Several  fishermen  have  com- 
plained that  although  the  cohoes 
have  been  taking  well  on  the  small 
spinner,  many  good  fish  have  been 
lost  to  them  as  the  hook*  have  not 
been  strong  enough  to  handle  the 
heavier  fish. 

Many  springs  have  been  reported 
taken  on  heavier  gear  In  deeper 
water.  A  very  good  lie  for  this 
type  of  fish  at  present  being  off 
the  Ladysmith  Light. 

Most  grilse  near  Chemainus  have 
been  taken  on  the  spinner  in  the 
proxhnity  of  fresh  water,  but  at 
Ladysmith  several  good  catches  of 
salnkon  have  been  made  recently 
by  fishing  from  the  wharf  and 
baiting  with  a  live  herring. 

Several  good  grilse  have  been 
taken  lately  with  light  tackle  and 
trout  fly.  rods  from  nine  and  a  half 
to  ten  feet  In  length.  t  One  seven- 
pound  coho  was  caught  on  a  light 
spinner  mounted  on  the  ordinary 
gut  fly-line  and  nine  foot  eight  lncr 
fly  rod.

CHEMAINU8,  Oct.  23.  —  While 
Ashing  for  dog  salmon  within  the 
prohibited  area  here,  Joseph  811b 
Chemainus  fisherman,  was  arrested 
by  Dominion  Fisheries'  Patrol  Offi- 
cer Pollock  yesterday  morning.  The 
boat  was  brought  Into  Chemainus 
and  the  fisherman  was  compelled  to 
release  his  catch  of  some  700  dog 
salmon. 

Rumors  current  in  Chemainus  are 
to  the  effect  that  there  ls  a  move- 
ment on  foot,  among  the  fishermen 
of  the  district,  to  forward  a  protest 
to  the  proper  Government  authori- 
ties, pointing  out  the  severity  of  re- 
strictions affecting  the  fishing  of 
dog  salmon  off  the  mouth  of  the 
aemainus  River  at  the  present 
time. 

The  flshemen  claim  that  they  will 
have  the  support  of  local  tradesmen 
in  any  action  they  may  take.  Many 
of  the  fishermen  have  been  grub- 
staked by  the  merchants  of  Che- 
mainus, it  ls  said.  The  prohibited 
area  was  extended  some  three  sea- 
sons ago.  with  the  result.  It  is 
claimed,  that  the  fishermen  have 
since  found  It  well  nigh  impossible 
to  make  a  commercial  success  of 
their  work  in  these  waters.

Improperly  Written  Ship's 
Papers  Caused  Delay  in 
Transfer  of  Liquor 

PANAMA  CITY.  Panama.  Oct.  25 
<CP> — Customs  officials  have  or- 
dered returned  to  Panama  Canal 
zone  a  large  shipment  of  liquor 
which  was  transported  from  Pana- 
ma City  freight  yards  Just  as  the 
Panamanian  Government  was  pre- 
paring to  attach  duty.  Canal  zone 
officials  agreed  to  comply. 

The  liquor,  6.625  gallons  of  whisky 
extract,  said  to  be  equal  to  about 
four  times  the  amount  of  whisky, 
was  unloaded  at  the  canal  zone  port 
of  Balboa  on  Sunday  from  the 
steamer  Byrnje,  whose  papers 
showed  the  cargo  In  transit  from 
Vancouver.  B.C.,  to  Panama  City. 
The  same  day  as  the  Panama  Rail- 
road, which  Is  owned  and  operated  by 


the  Canal  Zone,  shunted  the  liquor 
across  the  line  into  Panama  City  in 
three  box  cars.  The  auxiliary  schoon- 
er Old  Maid  No.  2  was  lying  at  an- 
chor In  the  canal  waiting  to  carry 
the  liquor  to  Ensenada,  Mexico,  but 
the  Byrnje'8  papers  had  been  Im- 
properly written,  according  to  T.  H. 
Darlington,  agent  of  the  Pacific 
Agencies,  and  the  cargo  could  not 
immediately  be  put  aboard  the  Old 
Maid  No.  2. 

FOIIND  OUT  LATER 

The  liquor  was  shipped  less  than 
a  mile  across  the  line  into  Panama 
territory,  but  according  to  Charles 
Stockelberg,  chief  appraiser  lor 
Panama,  the  Canal  Zone  did  not  In- 
form Panama  that  the  shipment 
was  liable  to  duty.  Not  until  some 
time  later  did  Panama  authorities 
learn  what  was  In  the  car. 

The  matter  was  reported  to  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  Vallarlno  and 
Darlington  notified.  Vallarlno  gave 
instructions  to  take  steps  to  collect 
bond  of  six  dollars  a  quart,  which 
Panama  levies  on  liquor  brought 
Into  the  Republic  for  reshlpment, 
95  per  cent  of  which  is  remitted 
when  the  cargo  reaches  Its  Anal 
destination. 

WILL  BE  RETURNED 

Before  the  orders  could  be  com- 
plied with,  the  cars  were  shunted 
back  Into  Canal  Zone  territory. 
Customs  officials  there  said  the 
liquor  was  removed  from  Panama  at 
the  request  of  Darlington,  who  said 
he  was  ready  to  reshlp.  When  Ap- 
praiser Stockelberg  and  Port  Cap- 
tain Arce  of  Panama  went  to  Balboa 
port  authorities  this  afternoon,  ar- 
rangements had  been  made  to  put 
the  liquor  aboard  the  Old  Maid  No. 
2  tomorrow.  On  request  of  the 
Panama  officials,  it  was  agreed  by 
Canal  Zone  authorities  to  return  the 
shipment  to  Panama  City.

ROME.  Oct.  23  (AP).— In  mem- 
ory of  the  five  men  who  died  dur- 
ing an  Italian  formation  flight  to 
South  America  last  Winter,  General 
Italo  Balbo  plans  to  head  a  squad- 
ron of  planes  from  Robetello  to 
Bolama.

TREATMENT 

"Despite  the  strides  made  In  the 
study  and  treatment  of  mental 
ailments  and  the  Increasing  num- 
ber of  modern  hospitals  erected  for  | 
this  purpose,  there  are  more  than 
half  a  million  mental  cases  In 
North  America  In  private  Institu- 
tions or  homes  or  walking  the 
streets,-  many  of  whom  are  await- 
ing a  vacancy  in  some  state  or 
government  hospital  In  order  that 
they  may  receive  proper  care  and 
treatment.  If  one  could  Include 
mental  retardation,  epilepsy,  per- 
sonality changes,  peculiarities  of 
behavior,  nervous  and  mental  In- 
stabilities, hysteria,  cases  who 
think  they  have  various  ailments, 
there  would  doubtless  be  over  ten 
million  patients  or  more  who  are 
sadly  In  a  need  of  a  better  under- 
standing and  mental  treatment." 

I  am  quoting  in  full  the  words  of 
Dr.  N.  M.  Owensby.  of  Atlanta, 
Oa.  This  seems  like  a  tremendous 
number  of  people  to  need  mental 
treatment,  but  the  thought,  of 
course,  Is  that  many  of  us  need  a 
little  straightening  out  In  some  of 
our  ideas,  some  of  our  habita  or 
customs,  that  would  make  us  easier 
for  other  people  to  understand.  In 
previous  times  any  and  every 
thought  regarding  a  mental  ail- 
ment was  that  the  Individual  was 
queer  or  craay.  and  there  was  noth- 
ing that  could  be  done  about  It. 
Now.  however,  the  mind  and  our 
actions  are  studied  Just  as  every- 
thing else  1*  studied,  with  the  re- 
sult that  our  mental  specialists, 
psychiatrists  ts  they  are  called, 
can  Just  about  tell  how  and  why  we 
get  certain  Ideas  Into  our  heads 
and  Just  why  we  behave  as  we  d"b. 
It  Is  certainly  gratifying  to  know 
that  thousands  of  Individuals  who 
in  former  years  would  have  been 
condemned  to  a  life  In  a 
Institution  are  now 
problems  worked  out  by 
selves  with  the  help  of  the  psy- 
chiatrist, and  are  enabled  to  go 
back  to  their  family  and  to  com- 
munity life  completely  recovered 
Of  the  number  who  now  enter 
these  mental  Institutions  at  least

In  view  of  the 
from  November  1  to  8,  In  which  an 
effort  will  be  made  by  the  local 
branch  of  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society  to  re-establish  some- 
thing like  "an  adequate  Bible  tra- 
dition In  the  minds  of  cltlaens,"  It 
Is  to  be  noted  that  It  Is  a  long  time 
since  the  work  of  the  Bible  8oclety 
began  in  British  Columbia. 

A  trusted  messenger,  coming  by 
way  of  Panama  from  Upper  Canada 
In  1863,  commenced  work  on  Van- 
couver Island.  A  society  was  defi- 
nitely formed  In  1872.  It  Is  a  mat- 
ter for  pride  that  the  activities  of 
the  Bible  Society  In  our  province  go 
back  to  colonial  days,  and  went 
early  Into  Its  foundations  when  the 
province  was  erected  In  1871.  The 
parent  society  In  the  Old  Land,  un- 
der the  familiar  name  of  British 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  goes  back 
to  1804. 

NO  PREVIOUS  SUCCESS 

Prior  to  this,  no  successful  at- 
tempt had  been  made  to  provide 
even  the  people  of  the  United  King- 
dom with  the  Scriptures,  much  less 
of  the  Empire,  which  had  been 
steadily  growing  since  1583,  when 
Oreat  Britain  entered  into  posses  - 
(.Ion  of  Newfoundland  The  earliest 
reports  of  the  society  show  that  no 
time  was  lost  In  printing  and  dis- 
patching consignments  of  Bibles  and 
Testament*  to  fellow-countrymen 
who  had  adventured  over  the  seas. 

The  activities  of  the  socle  .y  were 
not  limited  to  those  of  British  stock, 
out  extended  to  the  original  inhabi- 
tants of  the  countries  in  which  they 
settled.  In  the  first  balance  sheet 
ot  the  new  organization  there  is  an 
item  for  printing  St.  John  In  Mo- 

•  i  a  i  and  English  for  Canada. 
Bibles  were  supplied  to  help  the 
missionaries  of  every  society  along 
their  far-flung  line,  embracing  the 
whole  Empire  but  reaching  out  be- 
yond all  frontiers.

speech  On  the  list  of  900  lan- 
guages into  which  at  least  a  com- 
plete book  of  the  Bible  has  been 
translated  and  published,  there  are 
403  Indigenous  within  the  British 
Commonwealth  of  Nations. 

After  defraying  all  the  cost*  of  It* 
own  work.  Canada  has  sent  on  an 
average  $84,485  per  annum  for  the 
last  Ave  years,  and  Australia  like- 
wise $77370  for  the  same  period. 

The  voluntary  contributions  In 
England  and  Wales  during  the  last 
thirty  years  have  increased  33  1-3 
per  cent. 

The  steady  growth  of  Bible  work, 
therefore,  has  been  due  to  the  splen- 
did generosity  and  whole-hearted 
co-operation  oi  the  Overseas  Do- 
minions 

The  officers  of  the  local  Bible  So- 
ciety believe  that  a  freshened  knowl- 
edge of  what  the  Bible  has  done  for 
the  Empire  and  the  Dominions  will 
stimulate  Interest  and  generosity.
